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Transitions — 


Music Lovers to Orchestra, 
Singers to Champion Choir— 
Form Town’s Own Oratorio 


When, at approximately a quarter past eight on the evening 
of Friday, December 5, the baton of George Brown, conductor 
of the Andover Community Orchestra, is poised for the first 
chord of the introduction to Handel’s magnificent oratorio, 
“The Messiah,” the eyes of close to sixty musicians will be 
riveted upon it. Behind will be massed more than a hundred 
singers, members of the Andover Male Choir and the Women’s 
Chorus. Seated in front will be the four soloists, waiting for 
the first of the famous arias. The audience, almost filling An- 
dover’s Auditorium, will await with expectant curiosity the 
opening harmony. It will indeed be a moment of more than or- 
dinary significance in the history of the Andover community. 


In that large gathering of listen- 
ers and performers there will be a 
handful who, perhaps, will think 


back to an October evening two 
years ago when they were part of 
a little group of eleven music lov- 
ers who brought ‘their violins, 
’cellos and clarinets to Bart Hayes’ 
house on Phillips street to meet 
George Brown, and, some of them, 
to have their introduction to the 
fascinating experience of ensemble 
playing. To these charter mem- 
bers it will seem as though some- 
thing akin to a miracle had taken 
place in the intervening months. 
Certainly none of those who turned 
their fiddles to play a simple Bach 
chorale that night saw then the 
shape of things to come. Yet the 
evolution of the Andover Commun- 
ity Orchestra to its present well 
nigh full-fledged state is not a 
miracle. It is only the inevitable 
product of the fascination of good 
music for those who like ‘to make 
it, the enthusiastic co-operation of 
many more who like to listen to 
it, the devoted labors of those who 
have steered the course of the new 
enterprise, and the appeal and tal- 
ent of its conductor. 


Like Topsy, It “Just Grew” 

The idea had its inception in 
the imaginations of two Phillips 
Academy instructors who, amateur 
musicians themselves, looked about 
them and observed a number of 
their musically inclined friends 
who, they thought, would enjoy 
playing together under expert di- 
rection. The group coagulated 
more or less spontaneously and en- 
gaged Mr. Brown, well known as 
conductor of the Melrose and Cam- 
bridge symphony orchestras, to 
come out ito lead them, levying 
dues upon themselves to meet the 
charges. As the news got around, 
more and more fiddlers and ’cellos 
and woodwinds appeared in the 
Hayes. living-room week by week. 
When, thanks to publicity through 
the channels of the Andover Eve- 
ning Study Groups, the member- 
ship grew still more, and more 
room was needed, tthe orchestra 
moved to ‘the Parish House of 
Christ Church, then later shared 
rooms with the Andover Male 
Choir, thanks to its director, Mr. 
J. Everett Collins, whose interest- 
ed encouragement and support has 
been one of the major factors in 
the prosperity of the enterprise. 


The First Concert 


On May 5, 1940, yielding to the 
inevitable temptation to prove to 
doubing husbands and wives that 


they could make music fit to listen 
to, the orchestra gave a simple but 
delightful concert in the chapel of 
the Brooks School, assisted by Hd- 
ward Flint, of the Brooks faculty, 
Dorothy Eccles, and Melvin Wright 
as soloists. By that time the orig- 
inal eleven members had exactly 
doubled their numbers. After that 
the little orchestra disbanded for 
the summer. 

Its first public appearance in 
Andover occurred on December 6, 
last year, when twenty-five com- 
posed the group that played a pro- 
gram with Susan Ripley, violinist, 
as guest soloist. An audience of 
about four hundred accepted the 
invitation of the orchestra ito at- 
tend as its guest, applauded en- 
thusiastically, and gave even more 
tangible evidence of its apprecia- 
tion of the new force in Andover’s 
cultural life by many subscriptions 
to the financial support of ‘the or- 
ganization, which, however, was 
still maintained largely by the 
dues paid by its members. 


Orchestra and Choir 

After appearing on the program 
of the closing exercises of the 
Adult Education Classes of the 
Memorial Auditorium, the orches- 
tra closed its 1940-41 season with 
a second free concert on May 23, 
assisted this time by the Andover 
Male Choir and by Priscilla Hallo- 
well as pianoforte soloist. By then 
the personnel had grown ‘to an 
even forty members, and in re- 
hearsal taxed the space of the 
Music Room of the Punchard High 
School, which had most generously 
been made available to them by 
Mr. Sherman and Mr. Hamblin. 


Merchants, Ministers, and 
Maestros 

This coming week the Commun- 
ity Orchestra presents itself to the 
music-loving public of Andover, not 
as a commercial enterprise, though 
it expects ito finance itself solely 
through the sale of tickets, the 
practice of exacting tithes from its 
members having been abandoned, 
but as community organization in 
the fullest sense of the word. In 
its make-up it is a fascinating 
thing, a mingling of all ages and 
occupations, of professional mu- 
sicians and the veriest beginners, 
all with one common denominator 
—the true amateur’s love of good 
music. Behind its concert-master, 
Joseph Pulvino, a graduate of the 
Royal Conservatory of Naples, for- 
merly concert-master of the Oak- 
land, Calif., Symphony Orchestra, 
sit a Lawrence store-keeper, a Bap- 
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tist minister from Plaistow, N. H., 
two daughters of a Methuen clergy- 
man, aged fourteen and eleven, 
who fiddle away with the best of 
them, and in their time off from 
school also are on the air regularly 


over WEEI. Among the second 
violins, led by Miss Phoebe Noyes 
of the town Tax Office, are another 
minister, a fifteen-year-old boy, a 
pair of busy housewives, an art 
gallery assistant, and an account- 
ant. A salesman and breeder of 
pedigreed goats plays the flute, a 
professional photographer the clar- 
inet, and a bank official the oboe. 
Teachers from the community’s 
public and private schools are dot- 
ted here and there among the play- 
ers. Some of the musicians, who 
can’t seem to get enough of orches- 
tral playing, double in the Lowell 
Symphony Orchestra, the Lawrence 
Alumni Orchestra, and the North 
Shore Symphony Orchestra. Some 
come from Boxford and some from 
Winchester. And they all turn out, 
pain or shine, because they love it. 
Introducing the Conductor 


Presiding over this strange ar- 
ray is ‘the tall, slender figure of 
George Brown, graduate of Har- 
vard and the New England Con- 
servatory, one time student of Fe- 
lix Weingartner, ’cellist, teacher, 
conductor, and, when the snow 
falls and he can sneak away from 
his multifarious musical engage- 
ments, enthusiastic skier on ‘the 
slopes of New Hampshire or the 
Canadian Rockies. Firm and exact- 
ing of his players, with an ear keen 
to spot the flatted note, Mr. Brown 
nevertheless is jolly and sympa- 
thetic, tempering his criticism with 
a quip, and drawing the utmost 
from his orchestra. 

The present officers are Herbert 
Kinsolving, manager; G. G. Bene- 
dict, publicity director; Mrs. J. 8S. 
Barss, ticket manager; and R. S. 
Pieters, librarian. The executive 
committee is composed of Miss 
Helen Eaton, Mrs. R. W. Higgins, 
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Miss Frances Magoon, and George 
Dennison.

tory as the Community Orchestra 
itself. Back in. 1927, a few mem- 
bers of the Square and Compass 
Club gathered for a little singing 
iafter a Christmas party in their 
hall. Listening members opined 
that they sounded a good deal bet- 
ter ‘than might be expected of an 
improvised group, and early the 
next ‘year, as the Square and Com- 
pass Glee Club, they were singing 
in earnest. 

_ The name was changed to the 
Andover-Male Choir in 19338, and, 
since then, 
‘moved from the Square and Com- 
pass hall to ‘their own rooms in ithe 
Musgrove building. They have won 
many communal singing compe- 
titions with mémber societies of 
the New England Federation of 
Men’s Glee Clubs.

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Andover Man In Canadian Air Force 


Francis A. McClellan Receives Bomber Pilot 
Wings At End Of Six-months Training; Re- 
fusing Instructorship, Will Serve Overseas 


One afternoon last April, a young Andover man named 
Francis Appleton McClellan, son of Mrs. Frances P. McClellan 
of 1 Orchard street, entered a Montreal recruiting office and 
enlisted in the Royal Canadian Air Force. Last Friday, he re- 
ceived his wings as a sergeant pilot at Brandon, Manitoba, and 
flew home for a two-week furlough. At the expiration of his 
leave, he will’be one of scores of Canadian pilots leaving for 
England to assume the job of dropping bombs on the domain 


of Adolf Hitler. 


He had never flown a plane be- 
fore his enlistment, but he had al- 
ways had a strong inclination to 
that particular line of endeavor. 
After attending the local public 
schools and Phillips Academy, he 
was a student at Monson Academy 
at Palmer, and® Brown University. 
More recently, he had been a me- 
chanic at a Boston automobile 
plant. 

These things, he felt, were preity 
much a distraction from what he 
wanted to do. The opportunity to 
learn flying from the Canadian gov- 
ernment, and, at the same time, to 
lend a hand tothe home of his for- 
bears, prompted him to enlist as a 
prospective flyer. 

Studying the Fundamentals 


He was first sent to a “manning 
pool” in Regina, a sort of induc- 
tion center, where, for five weeks, 
he underwent basic drill forma- 
tions, inoculations, and fittings for 
uniform and issuance of equipment. 
At the expiration of the period, he 
was sent to an initial training 
school at Brandon, Manitoba, where 
he studied ground subjects—geome- 
try, trigonometry, calculus, and al- 
lied branches of mathematics, as 
as the inevitable drill. Learning the 
fundamentals of navigation took 
up a great deal of time, and he 
studied such varied matters as 
charting, map reading, and wireless 
operation. Before leaving the 
school, he had ito be able to receive 
and send messages at eight words 
a minute, which is generally re- 
garded as pretty good going. 
Then Seventy Hours of Flying 


The next stop was an elemen- 
tary flying school in Virdon, Mani- 
toba, where he took up a plane for 
the first time. Altogether, he put in 
70 hours of flying time, half solo, 
half with someone else in the plane. 
Most of the instructors, he said, 
are civilians on call from th R. C. 
A. F., but released from active fly- 
ing service for ome reason or an- 
other. 

Schoolwork was still going on, 
of course, though by now his 
courses were considerably more ad- 
vanced and :technical. The theory 
of flight, signal maintenance, the 
study of airplane frames and mo- 
tors, and the construction and op- 
eration of Browning machine guns 
were some of the things keeping 
him up nights. Aircraft recog- 
nition, too, played an important 
pant in his training, and, before 
he was through, he had been 
schooled ‘to recognize at a glance 
the type, wing-span, length, and 
speed of a given plane. 

Last Stop, and a Full Schedule 

The last step in his training took 
place at a service school back in 
Brandon, most of it consisting of 
actual flying. He put in 94 hours 


of flying time in a type of itwo- 


engine training ship called the 
Cessna. Seven hours of ‘this was 
formation flight, ten night flying, 
ten more cross-country observa- 
tion. To top ‘this, he had four 
hours of classes every day, and 
night school for two or ithree eve- 
nings weekly. 

The culmination of all this took 
place Friday, when, with a group 
of fifty, he received his wings as a 
qualified sergeant pilot from the 
captain of his group. The ceremony 
itself was brief and informal, con- 
sisting of a march ‘to the parade 
grounds, the awarding of the 
wings, and a short address by the 
commanding officer. 

In His Group, 42 Americans 


Of the group of new flyers, said 
Sergeant McClellan, about 42 were 
Americans, the first group of men 
of that nationality to go ‘through 
the Canadian training system. 
How many Americans are still in 
training, somewhere in Canada, he 
has no means of estimating. 

Some of the group will serve as 
instructors for new groups of po- 
tential pilots being formed with 
great rapidity, he indicated, while 
about 25 will see actual service 
overseas. Until recently, Canadian 
flyers in England were made mem- 
bers of the famed R. A. F.; now, 
however, the Canadian airmen are 
a completely independent unit in 
England, with their own officers, 
planes, and ground crew. 

Most Canadians in Uniform 

Life in Canada, he said, pro- 
ceeds on a pretty even tenor, de- 
spite ithe fact that the Canadians 
are taking a large part in the war 
effort. However, one sees very few 
young men not in uniform in a 
stroll through any Canadian town. 

Manitoba, said Sgt. McClellan, 
situated as it is in the midwest of 
Canada, is a pretty frigid place. 
When he left there, last Friday, 
the temperature was about four de- 
grees above Zero, and there was 
plenty of snow on the ground. That 
sort of weather, of course, is much 
to his liking, as he is a proficient 
skier, and won several prizes in 
competition while still living here 
in Andover. 

Will Proceed to England 

Within a couple of weeks, Sersgt. 
McClellan will be on his way back 
to Canada. He will leave for Eng- 
land very shortly afterwards; how 
or when, of course, is a military 
secret. But within a month or two, 
he’ll be one of those fellows you 
read about in terse transatlantic 
dispatches, bombing the daylights 
out of the Ruhr industrial area, or 
perhaps, Berlin itself.

Miss Kuo says ‘that the suffer- 
ings and horrors to which her coun- 
try has been subjected are un- 
speakable, but that ‘they have re- 
sulted in the birth of a spirit of 
strength and perseverance’ among 
the Chinese that will insure their 
nation’s ‘triumphant survival.’ In 
spite of the treatment they have 
received from thir oppressors, she 
says, there is no bitterness among 
her people towards the Japanese 
as individuals. 

Miss Haru Matsui is the author 
of the best seller, “Restless Wave,” 


a journalist and an outstanding ex- 


ample of the young women of 
Japan who have cast off ith shack- 
ling traditions of Japanese feudal- 
ism. She came to America in the 
first place because she could not 
endure the limited existence forced 
upon her in her own country. The 
key to the Japanese difficulty, she 
believes, is the fact that her coun- 
trymen have brought in the world’s 
most up-to-date industrial ma- 
chinery without commensurately 
modern thinking. She is in total 
disfavor with the war of Japan 
upon China, and feels that “America 
can help end it and encourage the 
Japanese people in their struggle 
for peace and freedom by a boy- 
cott of Japanese goods and an em-

Volunteer Nurse’s Aides 


A nationwide shortage of profes- 
sional nurses is causing consider- 
able uneasiness. Even before the 
defense emergency the supply was 
barely adequate to take care of all 
of our rapidly growing community 
health needs. Since then several 
thousand registered nurses have 
been called to staff the new army 
and navy hospitals for our boys in 
the defense forces. 

With hospitals and other health 
services so seriously depleted, 
civilian needs are naturally af- 
fected, and a widespread epidemic 
such as ‘the influenza which deci- 
mated whole communities during 
the World War might cause a des- 
perate situation. 

Congress has already appro- 
priated $1,250,000 to facilitate the 
training of 50,000 new student nur- 
ses. But in the meantime, there is 
an urgent need for volunteers to 
serve in all kinds of community 
health services as assistants. to 
graduate nurses. A capable volun- 
teer who can undertake a number 
of necessary routine services can 
release the overworked profession- 
al nurse for the vitally essential 
duties for which she has been 
trained and for which she is so bad- 
ly needed. 

The Volunteer Nurses’ Aide 
Corps, enrolled and trained by the 
American Red Cross, in coopera- 
tion with local defense, hospital, 
medical, and nursing authorities, of- 
fers one of the most worthwhile 
ways in which women can serve 
the cause of civilian defense. 

Hospitals, public health, pre- 
natal, baby and school clinics, in- 
dustrial hygiene and other ser- 
vices all have need of such nurses’ 
aides, and any woman who gives

her time and energy ‘to helping 
maintain the health and morale of 
her own community will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that she is 
making a valuable contribution: to 
the cause of national defense and 
the strengthening of our demo- 
cratic fabric. 

We need a large Volunteer 
Nurses’ Aide Corps here in An- 
dover right now. The American 
Red Cross is prepared to undertake 
the instruction of groups of 30 
aides at a time. Patriotic women of 
Andover can be counted on to ans- 
wer the call without delay.

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The Gas Came Back 


When you fire a gun, you can 
generally assume that the bullet is 
going to travel away from you. 
When you push a bayonet, you can 
predict, with fair accuracy, that it 
is going to enter some other body 
than your own. But when you throw 
a gas grenade, you’d better keep a 
weather eye on the wind, or you 
may be running for cover as quick- 
ly as your victim. 

That, at least, was ithe experi- 
ence of several local State Guards- 
men who, last Sunday, practiced 
throwing grenades at Camp Curtis 
Guild in Wakefield. The practice 
was most successful until the wind 
changed, and then clouds of gas be- 
gan to pour back upon them. 


That, however, was merely a 
case of adding insult to injury. 
The boys had already been subject- 
ed to a dose of tear gas earlier in 
the day, when ordered by ‘their 
commander to remove their masks 
for thirty seconds to get an idea of 
what the gas was doing to their 
theoretical opponents. 

Lieut. Raymond G. Mowatt, Set. 
Rael E. Marcus, and Corporal Ir- 
ving J.. Whitcomb of Company D, 
representing Andover, were among 
150 officers of state guard emer- 
gency squads from all over the 
state who gathered in the Wake- 
field camp Sunday. Their purpose 
was to receive practice and instruc- 
tion in some of the weapons they 
will use inany emergency that may 
arise during the absence of the 
National Guard in federal service. 
Thompson, Reisen, and Harrington 
sub-machine guns, riot guns, 37mm 
gas gun, and various gas gren- 
ades were among the implements 
studied. 

An emergency squad is composed 
of 12 men from every fourth com- 
pany of the state guard, including 
a lieutenant, a sergeant, a corporal, 
a truck driver and his assistant, 
and seven buck privates. They are 
used as shock forces, backed up by 
the infantry, in quelling civilian 
disorders. 

It wasn’t a case of all work and 
no play for those attending last 
Sunday’s trip, however; a turkey 
dinner, with all the fixings, was 
served at the end of the morning’s 
practice and drill. 

Company D of the State Guard’s 
24th infantry is now taking on the 
aspect of a regular army group. 
Much is added to the appearance 
of its members by Khaki double- 
breasted knee-length winter coats 
now being issued, which form a 
pleasing combination with their 
green field uniforms. 

New equipment or not, however, 
the men have to undergo fifteen 
brisk minutes of calisthenics dur- 
ing their weekly meeting, as if they 
werent’ getting exercise enough in 
their ordinary activities. 

During ‘the next ten weeks, 10 
Company D men will take an in- 
tensive first aid course at the arm- 
ory. Among them will be Allen M. 
Flye, Edward McCabe, Robert V. 
Deyermond and Irving J. Whit- 
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ete

day night.

Mrs. Ward has given Holt’s Hill 
as a memorial to Charles W. Ward 
for the “use and pleasure of those 
who love wide spaces and out-of- 
door living.’ A group of large 
stones have been arranged to show 
the points of the compass and the 
four points of the summer and win- 
ter solstice. The circular center 
pieces are ancient millstones five 
feet in diameter, the other mark- 
ers being solid blocks of weathered 
granite.

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POLICE BLOTTER 


At midnight last Friday, Andover 
police set themselves for an un- 
usually exciting experience, and 
one that was to reflect much 
credit upon ‘the three officers who 
figured in it. A bandit team con- 
sisting of two men and a girl had 
help up a couple in North Reading, 
trussed them with adhesive tape, 
brandished a gun ati them, ordered 
them not to attempt to free 
themselves, transferred them into 
a car in which they ‘themselves 
had been riding, and ridden away 
in their victims’ smart 1940 coupe. 


The state police radioed ithe lo- 
cal station to warn police officers 
on duty ‘to watch for the stolen 
car, which was believed to be head- 
ed in this direction. 


Shortly afterwards, Officer Ar- 
thun Jowett, on duty at Shawsheen 
square, saw what he believed to be 
the stolen automobile proceeding 
from Lawrence in the direction of 
Boston. Commandering a car, he 
gave chase along Main street. As 
the ‘bandit car swung sharply into 
Harding street, Officer Jowett tem- 
porarily lost the chase, but soon 
caught up with it again on Wolcott 
avenue. There it got out of con- 
trol, smashed against one tree, then 
against another, and wound up on 
the banking at the side of the road. 
Officer Jowett managed to catch the 
girl, but her two male companions 
had. disappeared. behind the house. 
At the police station the girl turned 
out to be Miss Niobe Carter, 18, of 
750 Harrison avenue, Boston. 

The two men, known to be armed, 
were still free. Officer Frank Mc- 
Bride and Reserve Officer Joseph 
O’Brien heard the news over the 
police radio as they ‘were riding in 
the cruising car. They drove to the 
scene of the disappearance of the 
two gunmen, found them hiding a 
short distance from the scene of the 
accident, and succeeded in appre- 
hending them. 

As the accident had happened in 
North Reading, and in another 
county, local police did not have 
jurisdiction to prosecute. The 
three were turned over to the state 
police, and later brought to trial 
in Woburn. There they were iden- 
tified as Charles J. Bernard, 28, of 
Boston, and George A. Lamb, 24, 
of 88 Williams street, Chelsea, and 
were held in $20,000 bail for the 
grand jury.

Nobody knew how he _ got 
through; but he did, he was away 
for a touchdown, and there was 
your ball game. Final score: John- 
son 8, Punchard 7, in their 22nd 
annual football contest, held on last 
hursday’s mild morning in Law- 
rence’s Memorial stadium.
